The Co-operative Associations Act 


By M. Eliasson 


In this issue of the Scandinavian Centre News we will 
examine the provisions of the law as it affects the withdrawl 
of a member’s equity. (Withdrawal of Members) Section 35 
—parts 1 and 2. 

1. Members may withdraw from membership in the 
association as prescribed by bylaw and subject to the follow¬ 
ing conditions: 

(a) The directors may require notice not exceeding six 
months of a proposed withdrawal of a member’s equity. 

(b) The assiciation is not required to permit the with¬ 
drawal in a fiscal year of more than an amount equal to ten 
per cent of the working capital of the association at the be¬ 
ginning of that fiscal year. 

(c) The association is not required to permit the with¬ 
drawal of a member’s equity at a time when in the opinion of 
the board of directors such withdrawal would impair the 
financial stability of the association. 

2. Upon withdrawal of a member from membership in 
the association: 

(a) Where the association has share capital, the associa¬ 
tion shall purchase at par or the paid-up value thereof, all 
scares held by the member, or if the share captial of the 
association has been impaired, at such price as may appear 
to the directors to be just and reasonable. 

(b) The assocation shall refund to the member any 
amount held to his credit, and 

(c) The board of directors shall make available to the 
member, his equity, other than shares in the assets of the 
association, as represented by deferred certificates or book 
entries in the accounts of the association or both. 

Section 32—Parts 4 and 5 (in regard to Part (b) of Sec¬ 
tion 35) in connection with ten per cent of working capital. 

4 The annual audited return made by an association 
to the supervisor is prima facio 1 proof of the then working 
capital of the association. 

5. For the purpose of this section and of Section 35, 
“Working Capital” shall be construed to include share capital, 
debenture or bond indebtedness. 

From the above, as clearly outlined, we find that the 
member is at all times considered a full working partner in 
a co-operative and if willing to abide by the provisions affect¬ 
ing any given condition, should have no problem in making 
decisions, keeping in mind that co-operation requires recogni¬ 
tion of all facts involved at such times.

TOGETHERNESS - NOT APARTHEID

In recent months the word “apartheid” has been much 
in the news, a word which describes a state of affairs which 
should, by all standards, have been out-moded the world over 
long ago if our civilization had advanced as it should have. 


But when we come to think of it, how few are completely 
free of guilt in this respect? 

How often do we hear a person referred to as a “D.P.” 
in a slurring or insinuating expression, whether the person in 
question was admitted to Canada through the usual immigra¬ 
tion channels, or was permitted to come here from a displaced 
persons camp abroad in order that he might have an oppor¬ 
tunity to make a decent life for himself. 

Why should this be so? There are not any of us here in 
Canada who did not come from another country or whose 
ancestors emigrated here before them. The only exception 
is the native Indian. When we consider the sparseness of the 
population in comparison with the length and breadth of our 
land—surely there is plenty of room for people to come who 
wish to and whom our government deems fit for entry. Cer¬ 
tainly we find them hard to understand. Their cultures and 
living habits may differ in varied degrees from ours. But 
I surely there is room enough so that no one need be trampled 
upon, or interfered with. Perhaps the Indians thought our 
forefathers a peculiar lot, too! 

It is not compulsory that anyone become any more in¬ 
volved with the newcomers than they wish, so why gripe? 
But we can at leagt be tolerant and display a little patience— 
give them a chance to adjust before we generalize and do' any 
name-calling. Parents should be especially careful in front 
of their children, so that they in their thoughtlessness do not 
repeat careless and sometimes insulting remarks in school or 
playground. 

How much better a place this world would be if a lot 
more people practised the rule “live and let live’ or “do unto 
others as you would have others do 11010 you”: 

Not so many years ago, when most of the Scandinavian 
people came to Canada either from their native lands or the 
United States, they were considered to be “different” by many. 
They also felt'that emigrants from other countries were in 
that category. Now, some generations later, it is a fact that 
the descendants of these early settlers can hardly be identi¬ 
fied.. In spite of former customs and ways of thinking they 
have conformed into the Canadian pattern. From their back¬ 
ground they only retain some of their cultures and character¬ 
istics, elements which have added richness and color to the 
Canadian scene. The newcomer of today will make faster 
progress toward Canadianization than the poineers did be¬ 
cause most of them have better educations, and the opportuni¬ 
ties for learning here are much broader. 

We can help them by allowing them to work out their 
destinies in their own way, free from prejudice in a free 
country. They are here and should be treated with respect 
and dignity, and of course, kindness.

CHRISTIANITY IS A HEALING RELIGION

Christianity is different from 
all other religions in two impor¬ 
tant aspects: (1) It was found¬ 
ed by the Son of God, Jesus 
Christ; (2) it is a healing re¬ 
ligion. 

No other religion or system 
of thought can make these 
claims. Jesus made Christianity 
a healing religion because He 
loved mankind and wanted 
them to experience abundant 
life. 

The Founder of Christianity 
is the Son of God and the Son 
of man. He was born with a 
human body with all human 
capacities but he was without 
sin, fear, disease or mental ill¬ 
ness.

Not only did He forgive 
his sins, but also He delivered 
him from his fears and healed 
him of his sicknesses. The Bible 
says- that the people who came 
to Jesus were made every 
whit whole. 

When the man who was sick 
of the palsy was let down 
through the roof to Jesus, 
Christ saw that this man need¬ 
ed help in two parts of his na¬ 
ture.

An Alberta Department of Ag¬ 
riculture Economist, C. H. Ferries, 
stated recently that a potential 
population increase coupled with 
sustaining' strength in the indus¬ 
trial and business economy of 
Canada added that it would be an 
error to allow the present surplus 
situation to influence our thinking 
from a long term point of view. 

Recalling the Gordon Commis¬ 
sion Report, concerning the pros¬ 
pects for Canadian agriculture by 
1980, he pointed out that the con¬ 
sumption of some of the major 
foods by that year will have in¬ 
creased by approximately the fol¬ 
lowing- amounts.

A unique problem was dropped 
Into the laps of Canada department 
of agriculture scientists when the 
town of Aklavik, N.W.T., was mov¬ 
ed to Inuvik, some 35 miles to the 
east. 

The challenge? How to glow 
gardens 127 miles north of the 
Arctic Circle, in a land covered 
with scrub spruce, birch, alder. 
Willow, shrubs and moss underlain 
.with permafrost. 

,, F. S. NoWosad, specialist on 
(northern agriculture, reports that 
in 1956 an area was chosen near the 
new townsite and the cover bull¬ 
dozed off to solidly frozen soil be¬ 
neath. On Jung 15, only three 
inches of the surface soil could be 
loosened by disking, but on August 
29 the permafrost had receded to 24 
jnches. A few vegetable seeds 
sown, but these barely germinated. 
SEEDED EARLIER 

In 1957, the garden was seeded 
earlier and, although the stands 
were uneven, beets, carrots, lettuce, 
radish, peas, turnips and potatoes 
were harvested. The potatoes, 
though small, yielded 69 bushels 
per acre. By fall, the frost line had 
receded to 46 inches below the 
surface. 

By the fall of 1958, frost had 
receded to a depth of 58 inches in 
the garden, while in an adjacent, 
undisturbed area, the frost line was 
only 13 inches deep. 

Garden production that year 
included: beets (290 bushels to the' 
acre; broccoli (146 bushels to the 
acre); cabbage (1,095 bushels); 


carrots (290 bushels); cauliflower 
(243 bushels); lettuce (575 bush¬ 
els); peas 1128 bushels); rutabaga 
(436 bushels) summer turnips (275 
bushels); and potatoes (185 bush¬ 
els); and potatoes (185 bushels). 
Radishes produced at the rate of 
30,000 bunches per acre. 

In 1959. the frost line was down 
to 62 inches by August 12, compar¬ 
ed with 14 inches on the uncultiva¬ 
ted land adjacent. On June 16. the 
temperature dropped to 24 degrees 
F. but the crops recovered and 
yielded almost as well as in 1958.

GARDEN AND HOUSEHOLD HINTS 

REPLANTING — Bedding-out will soon be taken care of and 


plants should go in now. Choose 
a cloudy day if convenient and 
plant in good, well-drained soil. 

If weather is 
hot be sure that the roots are not 
exposed to the sun for long. See 
that the soil around the roots is 
wet while replanting, to keep it 
from crumbling off and fill the 
holes where plants are to be 
planted with water.

Norway May Open 
First Uranium Mine 

SVOLVEAR, Norway — Norway 
may shortly have its first uranium 
mine, it was learned recently. 
Samples from a felspar mine at 
Hamaroey Island in the Lofoten 
Isles have been analyzed at the 
Nuclear Institute at Kjeller, near 
.Oslo, and proved to contain much 
more uranium* than necessary to 
permit profitable mining, it was 
reported. 

About 100 tons of samples will 
be shipped to Kjeller for further 
analyzing before mining begins.
